cent. Since 1870 the number of transits has 
risen from 486 to 4,115. Warships and mili. 
tary transports are included in the table, 

In 1905, continues’ Mr. Pepper, the total 
srumber of military transports and warships 
was 146, with a net tonnage of 369,344 tons, 
Merchant ships in ballast numbered 167, with 
a net tonnage of 391,595, as against 2,950 
loaded’ ships of 9,397,969 tons, and 823 mail 
packets, with 2,930,473 tons. The balance of 
the transits was made up of -various minor 
craft, Tho number of passengers was 252,693, 
of whom 142,514 were civilians. Since the toll 
is 10fr, or 74. 11d. per person, this source of 


|income is not’ inconsiderable. In 1870 the 


number of passengers of all classes was 26,758, 
and in 1880 101,551. In 1890, when the 
practice of classifying the civilians separately 
was adopted, they numbered 93,506, out of » 
total of 161,353,. In 1900 the civilian passen- 
gers were 128,262 in number. The canal at 
the outset had 8 métres (26ft.) depth and 22 
miétres (73ft.) surface width. The improve- 
ments under way at the present time have 
deepened the channel to 10.5 métres, and since 

the beginning of 1906 vessels with a draft of 
27ft (8.23 matres) have been admitted to navi- 
gation, an increase of Qin, draft over the 
previous year, 

‘This in the outcome ‘of progressive works 
begun in 1886 for deepening the channel. to 
8.5 metres, This work was completed in April, 
1890, and ships of 7.8 mdtres draft were 
admitted to transit, At the same time, the 
widening of the surface by 15 métres, or 
approximately 50ft., was commenced, and this 
operation was completed in December, 1898. 
‘The two improvements involved the excava- 
tion of 22,000,000 cubic matres of earth, mud, 
and sand, of which one-fifth was done by 
hand labour. The improvements now in pro- 
gress include the definite enlargement by 15 
métres from kilumétres 61 to Suez, a distance 
of fifty miles; the extension of the Asiatic 
curve from Lake Timssh station from 1,200 to 

2,000 metres; the broadening. of ‘the station 
from 500 to,800 métres; and the enlargement 
of ‘the canal surface to 100 métres surface 
width at the debouches in Great Bitter Lake. 
‘The latter works will require the excavation 
‘of 6,450,000 cubic métres of earth, and will 
tuke five years, The value of the canal. com- 
pany’s foating material in 1905 was placed st 
£1,100,000, including twenty-one dredges, 
twenty-seven barges, eight floating cisterns, 
and thirty steam launches, At the same time, 
orders-had been placed for an additional 
£200,000 worth of machinery, and some of 
these have since been filled. * 

To enable all the improvements planned for 
the next five years to be carried on, the share- 
holders of the company, at the annual meeting, 
‘beld in Paris in June, voted to increase the 
loan of 25,000,000fr which was authorised in 
1901 to 50,000,000fr. This places, approximate- 
ly, £2,090,000 at the disposal of the manage- 
ment, in ‘addition to the ordinary revenues 
which are set aside for maintenance and im- 
provement British shipping furnished two-thirds 
of the total tonnage in 1905, but some of the 
English shipowners, the report says, find fault 
because the percentage is not so great asin 
previous years, A long series of tables, giving 
the retarns from 1882, the first year in ea 
the net tonnage was classified by flags, eat 
lishes this relative decrease. The increase in the 
total not tonnage from 1905 was 8,058,000 
tous, or 159 per cent, All the leading maritime 
nations shared in this increase, the proportions 
being as follows :Great Britain, 103 per cont.; 
France, 197; Italy, 75; Holland, 334; Austria, 
420 ; Germany, 1,561. 

Tho interest of the United States in tho 
cana] transit has no relation to its own flag, 
‘since, with the exception of warships, vessels 
flying the American colours do not average 
ane @ year. But a considerable quantity of the ” 
products of the United’ States is shipped in 
foreign bottoms, direct, in addition to tranship- 
ments from European ports. In 1905 the » 
number of transits from New York was 83, 
Philadelphia 11, and other ports 2, the aggre- 
gate net tonnage being 259,384. ‘The larger 
numbers of the vessels were petroleum ships, .

Gordon College are subject to any inspection, 
regulation, or contro!, Sir BE. Grey ssys :—-No 
vivisectional experiments in the ordinary sense 
of the term are conducted at the Wellcome 
Research Laboratories, but from time to time 
painless hypodermic inocr lations have been given 
to living animalsin order to farther the diagnosis 
and cure of the obscure tropical disaases to 
‘which men and animals are exposed when living 
in the Sadan, and many valuable results have 
been obtained. The Gordon College is under 
an executive committee and trastees appointed 
ar der the Gordon College at Khartoum Aot, 
1899. ‘The research laboratories, the equipment 
of which was given by Mr. Henry 8S. Wellcome 
to the Sadan Government, are affi:iated to the 
Gordon College. The maintenance of these 
laboratories is a charge apon the Gordon 
College, the revenue of which is derived partly 
from an endowment and partly from a grant 
made annually by the Sadan Government. The 
laboratories ara constantly visited by several 
members of the Sodan Governor General’s 
Central Sanitary Board.

REWA BLOCKING THE CANAL:

Soez, Monday. 

H.M.’s hired traneport Rewa (Captain Mann) 
arrived at Suez at 12.30 this morning from 
Karachee bound to Southampton, having on 
board part of the Ist Dorset Regiment, and 
other drafts and details, amounting to 1,258 
officers and men. Lt.-Col. Harris is the com- 
manding officer on board. 

Tha Rewa belongs to the British India 8.N. 
Co., and is on her first voyage to India. She is 
a turbine steamer of 7,000 tons, with a speed 
of 19 knots. She entered the Canal at 10 
o'clock this morning, and grounded hear’ the 
station Kilo. 152, and is blocking the passage. 
It is expected she will be refl ated at high. tide 
this evening. 


A CARGO OF SALMON, 


The British steamer Zephyros entered the 
Canal on Friday last bound to Hamburg jwith 
a fall cargo of fresh salmon in refrigerators 
from Nikolaevsk (Far Esst). The fish so far 
was in excellent condition, jast as if they had 
been freshly caught. This is the second steamer

ANGLO-EGYPTIAN BANK, 

The twentieth ordinary general meeting of 
the Anglo-Ezyptian Bank (Limited) was held 
last Toosday at 27, Clement’s-lane, London 
E.C., Mr. Thomas Usborne presiding. 

In' moving the adoption of the report, the 
chairman said the net profit was greater than 
that made in the previous twelve months. The 
board could have recommended an increased 
dividend by transferring only £40,000 to the 
reserve and carrying forward a lesser amount, 
bat the majority of the directors concluded 
that it was better to place the larger amoant 
of £50.090 to reserve, The net profit amounted 
to £129,892, and in conseqnence of that grati- 
fying resalt the board proposed to give the 
staff a bonus of 10 per cent. on their salaries. 
lnstead of the three or four hanks which exist: 
ed when he first acted as chairman, there 
wore now eleven, and the ory was ‘Still 
they come.”

VALUB OF SUBURBAN LANDS. 


Tne remarkable rise of late in the price of 
land for bailding purposes ia the neighbour 
hood of Cairo and Alexandria still continues, 
and is likely to do so daring the coming winter 
months. A case in point proving this remark: 
able rise is the property parchased last year by 
Maitre Gaston Privat, of Cairo, at Bsbet El 
Nabl, the peaultimate station on the Matarieh 
line, and distant aboot half an hour from the 
Bab e!-Hadid station. The praperty in question, 
consisting of about 40 which was 
divided into 160 plots, has nearly doubled in 
valoe in the coarse of the twelve month, the 
plots lately sold having real'ssd 40 per cent. 
over the prices of last year, and these are still 
increasing. Several villas are already in 
coarse of erection on the property, one of these 
being for [brahim Pasha Neghib, the Under- 
Secretary to the Ministry of Justice. 

We anderstand th vt one of the main canses 
of the great rise in the valae of land in this 
neighbourhood is the fact that the eleotrifica- 
tion of the Matsrish line has been decided 
apon by the Railway Board, and the work will 
be commenced in the course of next year. 
When this is done there will be a five-minate 
service from both ends, instead of a half. 
hourly one as at present. This no doabt will 
make the Matarieh district one of the most 
popolar residential sabarbs of the Capital, and 
already large building operations are going on 
nt nearly all the stations on the line from 
Cairo to Marg.
